People say that there is no patriotism, 
because the conduct of the Government has 
killed if; Spain will soon be like hg island in 
the ocean, covered with flowers, to which the 
world will come to do homage and say, “ This 
was Spain.’ 

He ag showed that since 1898 there bas been 
a rap) ent between Spain and Sp nish- 
America, not only for purposes of tra but 
also because Spain wants to unite herself with 
her daughters. 


Mr. Starkie then geve impressions of some of 
provinces in Spain, show- 


the most interest! 
ing some of the loca! custome and characteristics 
of the people. After deseribing the Basque 


eople and their language, which is so difficult 
that the devii, according to & popular story, 
though he spent seven years at Bilbao, was 
only able to speak three words. 

He then gave a picture of Burgos and ite 
Cathedral, of which Philip II. said that the 
towers were the work of angels, rather than 
men. It ises the life of the spirit of 
Castile, just as the Cid symoolises history and 
legend. After describing the city of Salamanca 
and the interesting peasants, called “ Chanos, 
who live around it, and who, by their customs, 
| remind one of the highlander, he took us to 
Seville ope of the one cities in Europe, and 
one which was su by the ancients to have 
been founded by Hercules. 

Seville, by its brilliant colours and joie de 
vivre, is & contrast to the severe and proud 
Castile. The Sevillan be does rot take much 
interest in mock tragedy; she pr em the = 
fight, where tragedy i played Veras.” 
Starkie contras the oo of the Ae, 
lusians and its similarity to Arabic, with the 
precise, classical language of Castile.

ligion. Then he went on to describe Granada 
and the Alhambra, and contrasted the mystical 
and fairy-like Arab architecture with 
rugged style of Charles V.’s Palace. 

i. Starkie summed up “the spirit of Spain 
by saying that Spain always in her literature 
describes the man of flesh and bones, and 
makes him stand out in such relief that the 
background of mature sinks to insignificance. 
In this Spain runs counter te the literature of 


the rest of Europe, which has adopted the 
guiding principle of reducing everything to 
reason. He concluded his lecture by reading 


an extract from a letter he had received from 
Unamuno, describing the difficulties that Spain 
has in her of regeneration—* We cannot 
breathe the pure air of speculative contempla- 
tion, because the dust of the battles suffo- 
cates us.”

that the Bethesda Orphanage was founded in 
1774, and was the oldest in Dublin, The girls 
who were educated at it were of a superior class 
to those usually trained in such an institution. 
The school had turned out between two and 
three thousand girls, fairly well educated, with 


good training and excellent principles, and. fit 
to be nurses, secretaries, Government clerks, 
aud so forth. 


When they. considered the length of time the 
work of the school had been quietly going on 
they would recall that the first members of the 
Committee must have had powdered hair and 
bag wigs, and have worn swords under their 
coats as they tapped their snuff boxes and con: 
versed gravely with the chaplain in his cauli- 
flower wig and bands. 

That was in the halcyon days before the 
French Revolution, since when ‘hey had had 
the troubles in 1798, the Union, and the Penin- 
sular War, the reigns of George IV., William 
IV., Victoria, Edward VII., and now King 
George V.; and during all these years the 
Bethesda School, without haste and without 
rest, had gone on turning out its well-educated 
young women into the turbulent world.

NATIONAL UNIVERSITY RULES. 


At a meeting of the Senate of the National 
University of Ireland last Friday, it was de- 
cided that after January, 1922, candidates enter- 
ing for examinations at which they have been 
already rejected, must pay the full entry fee. 

A regulation was also made that teachers 
under the National Board of Education, or 
persons qualified to be teachers by having com- 
pleted their training courses, who actually enter 
on attendaace at lectures for the diploma in 
education, or the first university examination 
in arts or science, in any constituent college, 
should—for a transition period of (say) three 
years from the present time—be admitted as 
matriculated students in the faculties of arts 
and science if, during the two years’ course 
in a training college, they have passed at the 
first or final King’s scholars examinations in any 
five subjects, Irish included, which are named 
in the general list of subjects appointed for the 
matriculation examination of the University, or 
if they have passed examinations in these sub- 
jects regarded by the National Board of Ediu- 
cation as equivalent to the King’s scholarship 
examinations therein.

THE LATE MR. mg .) KNOX.

SIR JAMES CRAIG’S REPLY.

My pFAR Prime Mrxister,— 

(1) The outline of proposals towards a setile- 
ment of the Irish question submitted by you 
on behalf of His Majesty’s Government in your 
communication of the 10th inst. has been care- 
fully considered by me, in consultation with my 


Ireland, on whose behalf I have the honour to 
submit to you the following considerations in 
reply thereto :— 

(2) (a) The question of giving their allegiance 
to the Throne does not arise in the case of the 
people of Ulster, as they have élways been 
amongst His Majesty's most loyal and devoted 
servants, but they will gladly embrace any oppor- 
tunity that may be afforded them of emphasis- 
ing afresh their loyalty to His Majesty's Crown 
and person, which was so signally displayed on 
the occasion of the opening of the Parliament 
of Northern Ireland by His Majesty, in June 
last, It has always been the desire of Northern 
Ireland to remain in the closest possible union 
with Great Britain and the Empire, which 
Ulstermen have helped to build up, and to 
which they are proud to belong. 

SURPRISE EXPRESSED. 

The Government of Northern Ireland feel con- 
strained to observe that it is with surprise they 
find the question of allegiance to the Throne 
and membership of the British Empire included 
among the heads of your proposals, inasmuch as 
it has more than once been unequivocally 
stated by yourself in published correspondence 
with the representatives of Southern Ireland 
that these two fundamentals were not open for 
discussion. The Government of Northern 
Ireland, having made their own position clear, 
hold that the attitude of Southern Ireland 
towards these points ie a matter which, as it 
affects the eolidarity of the Empire, rests with 
His Majesty Ministers to decide. At the 
eame time, it would, of course, be a matter of 
satisfaction to the Government of Northern 
Ireland and to the loyal population they repre- 
sent to feel assured that the permanent 
allegiance of the people of Southern Ireland to 
His Majesty, and their enduring participation 
in the partnership of the British Empire, were 
no longer in question. 

(b) Not only does Northern Ireland assent to 
provision being made for those Naval services 
which His Majesty's Government deem _in.lis- 
pensable for Great Britain and her oversea 
communications, but will be ready at any time 
to co-operate to the utmost of her ability in 
any measures that may be taken for such 
purposes. 

(c) As a final settlement and supreme sacrifice, 
in the interests of peace, the Government of 
Ireland Act, 1920, was accepted by Northern 
Ireland, although not asked for by her repre- 
sentatives. My colleagues and I are surprised 
that you should think it necessary to emphasise 
the fact that you do not propose to take away 
any of the powere given to us eo lately as last 
year. We observe with considerable concern, 
notwithstanding this assurance, that in para- 
graph “F” of your communication the area 
within the jurisdiction of the Norihern Parlia- 
ment is. referred to as being open to possible 
revision. This question was very carefully and 
fully considered in al) its aspects when the 
Government of Ireland Act was under discussion 
in Parliament last year. The area finally 
decided upon is defhed in the Act, and it 
forms no jess essential a part of the. Act than 
the powers conferred upon the Northern 
Parliament, i 


PROBLEM OF UNITY. 

(d) The possible unity of Ireland is provided 
for by the establishment of the Couricil of Ire- 
land under the Act of 1920, together with the 
machinery for creating a Parliament, for all 
Ireland, should Northern and Southern Ireland 
mutually agree to do so. The proposal now 
mate to establish an All-Ireland Parliament 
by other means presupposes that such agree- 
ment is not necessary. An All-Ireland Parlia- 
ment cannot, under existing circumstances, be 
accepted by Northern Ireland. Such a Parlia- 
ment is precisely what Ulster has for many 
years resisted by all the means at her disposal, 
and her detestation of it is in ne degree 
diminished by the local institutions conferred 
upon her by the Act of 1920. The Government 
of Northern Ireland deem it unnecessary to 
enumerate here the reasons for this repugnancc, 
of which. as stated in Paragraph 6 of your com- 
munication, His Majesty’s Ministers are fully 
aware; but they must observe that the objec- 
tion of Northern Ireland to participation in an 
All-Ireland Parliament, so far from being 
weakened, has been matcrially strengthened ty 
recent events in other paris of Ireland, to 
which it is unnecessary more particularly to 
refer. It is an objection that goes deeper than 
the consideration referred ¢o in Paragraph 5 
of your communication. 


ALL-IRELAND PROPOSAL BARRED 


The Government of Northern Ireland con- 
sider it their duty, in order to avoid misunder- 
standing, to say that their inability to accept 
an All-Ireland Parliament does not depend 
merely on the question of safeguards in regard 
to administrative details, such as those referred 
to in Paragraphs 3 and 4 of your communica- 
tion. They are certain that no paper safe- 
guards could protect them against. mal-ad- 
ministration. The feelings of the loyal popula- 
tion of Ulster are so pronounced and so univer- 
sal on this point that no Government represent- 
ing that population could enter into any con- 
ference where this point is open to discussion. 
For these reasons, therefore, they feel com- 
pelled to state that any discussion would he 
fruitless, unless His Majesty's Ministers con- 
sent to the withdrawal of the proposal for an 
All-Ireland Parliament. 

(3) The Government of Northern Ireland are 
fully alive to the difficulties referred to in 
Paragraph 6° of your communication, Lut iley 
cannct agree that the only way, cr the best 
way, of surmounting those difficulties under 
existing circumstances is by conferring jurisdic- 
tion over the reserved subjects. upon a common 
authority. His Majesty’s Mhaine assume that 
the only alternative to such an arrangement is 
that while the status of a Dominiof should be 
given to Southern Ireland, Northern ireland 
would remain a part of the United Kingdom, 
with the essential corollary of representation in 
the Imperial Parliament, and certain financial 
and other disadvantages which Northern Ire- 
land, as compared with Southern Ireland, 
would suffer under such an arrangement are 
inted out. There is another alternative 
which His Majesty’s Ministers do not appear to 


instead of bein entrusted to a common 
authority, should be conferred on the Govern- 
ments of Southern and of Northern Ireland 
within the areas of their respective jurisdic- 
tions. The principle underlying the Govcrn- 
ment of Ireland Act, 1920, was equality of 
status and of powers for the two Governments 
in Ireland, °and this principle should. in the 
Opinion of the Government of Northern 
Ireland, be observed in the transfer of reserved 
services. 

If the plan here suggested were followed, it 
would obviate the chief difficulty referred to 
in paragraph 6 of your communication. 


THE LOSS INVOLVED. 


It is true that it might involve Northern Ire- 
land losing her representation in the Imperial 
Parliament, but while Northern Ireland would 
deplore any lessening of the tie between Great 
Britain and herself, she would regard the loss 
of representation at Westminster as a less evil 
than inclusion in an All-Ireland Parliament.

AIR MAY BE CLEARED 


BY MR. DE VALERA’'S 
SPEECH. 

The only development in the political situa- 
tion in Dublin yesterday was the meeting of 
the Roman Catholic Hierarchy, whose pro- 
nouncement did not materially change the posi- 
tion of affairs. It was thought that approval 
of the peace agreement would have been ex- 
pressed by the bishops, but their statement is 
not likely to affect the voting at today’s ses- 
sion of Dail Eireann, which opens at 11 o'clock 
at University College. 

There is much speculation regarding the out- 
come of the froceedings, in which wunéversal 
interest is centred, It is probable that Mr. de 
Valera’s statement at the opening of the meet- 
ing will have the effect of clearing the air of 
the mist of uncertainty which obscures the pre- 
sent situation, and that: the subsequent discus- 
sion will be conducted on a plene far removed 
from personal recrimination and individual hos- 
tility. A strong argument in favour of having 
the discussion on ratification conducted in the 
presence of the Press is the anxiety of many 
members to prove that the debate will be con- 
ducted on a level worthy of the occasion. Dr. 
White’s motion to hold the session in frivate 
is, however, likely to have many supporters, 
and it may be carried by a small majority. 


DIVIDED OPINION, 


Opinions differ as to the voting on Mr. 
Griffiitth’s motion in favotr of ratification, and 
it is not easy to give a forecast of the division, 
as several members have apparently decided not 
to thake up their minds until they have--heard 
the epeeches; but the general feeling is that 
the motion will be carried by a fairly large 
majority. Ii is possible that the debate will 
occupy more than one day, as the preliminary 
discussion is likely to be prolonged. 

There was an air of bustle and excitement 
at the Mansion House yesterday, where most 
of the members of Dail Eireann were in attend- 
ance. . There was also a big mustey of jour- 
nalists, including many cross-Channel, Conti- 
nental, and American representatives. Over 70 
Press tickets were issued, but none was avail- 
able for, the public. 

The proceedings will begin at 11 o’elock. The

DEPUTATION TO SIR J. CRAIG,

Nothing on this point. appears in the Treaty 
itself, and, in view of the persistence of the 
report in Belfast, the point would appear to be 
one worth clearing up.

CHIEF SECRETARY'S FAITH. 


Sir Hamat Greenwood, at a dinner at the 
Savoy Hotel, London, last night, in honour of 
Mr. J. G. Colmer, retiring Secretary of the 
Canada Club, said that he spoke with modesty 
and some pride to think that a Canadian had 
played some part in the solution that had 
been found to the Irish problem. The great 
contribution that Canadians had made to the 
Empire's assets lay principally in the fact that.

“His Majesty's Government has signed a 
great pact of peace with the representatives of 
the Irish race.

You 
believe, with: me, that it will settle the 
thorniest question that has existed in the 
Enclish-speaking world. It will bring. relief 
and joy to the people of these islands, and to 
millions of the kinsmen .of these islands.”

THE IRISH SESSION. 


The King and Queen will, on the occasion of 
the State opening of Parliament to-day, be 
accompanied by Princess Mary. 

The Prime Minister, says the Press Associa- 
tion, remained yesterday at Chequers, and did 
not reach his official residence in Downing 
street till late last night. His arrangements 
for speaking to-day have not been changed, but 
there have. been modifications in the probable 
course of the debate. Mr. Asquith, for example, 
is not now expected to speak before Thursday. 
The publication of the Ulster correspondence 
last evening was considered desirable in view 
of the meeting of the British and the Irish 
Parliaments to-day 

Lord Curzon has been confined to his room 
with a severe chill, but hopes to be sufficiently 
recovered to attend in the House this afternoon, 
in order to take part in the debate on the 
Address. 

The King held at Buckingham Palace yester- 
day a Privy Council for the purpose of ap 
proving the speech with which he will open 
Parliament to-day. 


THE DECIDING VOICE. 


Speaking at Northampton . last night, Mr. 
Asquith, alluding to the Irish agreement, said 
that with the people of Ireland rested the de- 
ciding voice. Tt was as nearly inconceivable as 
anything in the whole realm of imagination 
and conjecture that Nationalist Ireland, with 
such a future ready for immediate posession, 
would hesitate which way to vote. Recent pro- 
nouncements of Ulster leaders encouraged 
hope that whatever difficulties of the moment, 
they would feel their way first to approximation, 
and then on the broad basis of give and take, 
to uliimate unity. 


NEED FOR UNITY. 


Viscount Grey, at Manchester last night, said 
that he had always been a Home Ruler, and, 
therefore, supported the Irish treaty. Ireland 
would need to show great statesmanship in her 
own affairs. Neither Ulster nor the rest of 
Ireland could attain their aspirations unless 


they became united.

NAME REMOVED FROM

The London Gazette of last night contained 
the announcement that the Home Secretary has 
revoked the certificate of naturalisation granted 
to Sir Edgar Speyer, Bart., because he has 
shown himself, by act and speech, to be dis- 
affected and disloyal to His. Majesty, and that 
he has, during the war, unlawfully. communi- 
cated with subjects of an enemy State, and 
associated ‘with a business which was to his 
knowledge carried on in suclf a manner as to 
assist the enemy. 

Lady Speyer and her three daughters, who 
are minors, also cease to be British subjecis. 
The finding of the inquiry into the case of Sir 
Edgar does not involve any reflection upon any 
partner in the firm of Speyer Brothers, London, 
otherwise than Sir Edgar Speyer. 

The King in Council to-day ordered that the 
name of Sir Edgar Speyer should be struck out 
of the list of the Privy Council. 


£1,000,000 BLAZE. 


FIREMEN HELPED BY 
WARSHIP’S CREW. 
SYDNEY, Tuesday. 

The Pastoral Finance Aesociation’s wool 
warehouse at Kirribilli, a Sydney suburb, has 
been completely guited by fire. The extent of 
the damage is estimated at £1,000,000. 

The fire was one of the most spectacular seen 
for many years, and was visible for miles. Men 
from a warship lying by assisted the firemen in 
“putting out the flames. 

The warehouse was*a seven-sioreyed building. 
with five acres of floor space. Houses in thé 
vicinity and the Admiralty House were in some 
danger. 

The wool was the property of the New South 
Wales growers, and the destruction of such a 
large quantity of high grade wool ig likely to 
have an appreciable effect on prices for the 
remainder of the season.

STRANGE AFFAIR IN KERRY 

Captain O'Malley, Royal Munster Fusiliers, 
has been fired at and wounded near Ballyheigue 
village. 

Captain O'Malley left Tralee in the forenoon 
for a day's énipe shooting in the Ballyheigue 
district .with Major Underwood, Lancashire 
Regiment, who is stationed at Ballymyllen Bar- 
racks. 

About three eclock in the afternoon both 
officers were “ beating” the fields at a place 
called _Ballinprior, about a mile from Bally- 
heigue, when a shout was heard, and two young 
men were observed on rising ground three or 
four hundred yards off. What they shouted Was 
inaudible to the two officers. Captain O’ Malley, 
who had permission to shoot in the district, 
walked towards the two men, his fowling-piece 
in his right hand. Other shouts were heard, 
which, in the prevailing wind, he could not 
¢atch, but, fearing no harm, he continued to 
walk in the direction of the two men. 

The men, evidenily thinking that the captain 
intended to put up a fight, levelled their rifles 
at him. He saw the danger, and swerved to 
get out of range, but was hit in the right leg, 
near the knee, with a rifie bullet, which passed 
through the limb. He fell, bleeding profusely 
from the wound, 

His attackers withdrew, and the wounded 
gentieman was assisted to Ballyheigue. He was 
subsequently conveyed by motor to Tralee, and 
was attended by Dr. Shanahan. The patient 
was removed to Cork yesterday evening. 
Captain O'Malley is held in the highest esteem 
by all sections of the people in Tralee.

BLIND MEN’S TRIBUTE TO HIS 
HELP. 


Blind men from all parts of Fngland were 
present at the funeral of Sir Arthur Pearsdn 
yesterday. 

Both at Holy Trinity, Marylebone, London, 
where a Memorial Service was held, and at the 
graveside in Hampstead Cemetery, there were 
remarkable demonstrations of grief and sym- 
pathy by the sightless folk whom he had helped 
so much.

TWO RECENT CONSIGNMENTS. 

An interesting report dealing with the 
importation of Irish butter into the United 
States ie furnished by Mr. Joseph Connolly, the 
Dail Eireann Consul in New York. Mr. 
Connolly's letter refers to two consignments of 
butter which recently reached New York. One 
passed inspection, and wae satisfactorily dis- 
posed of; the other was uniformly poor, and 
appears to have been factory butter, grading 
only third class in America, and having no 
market. The intention of the importers wae to 
ship this butter back to Ireland, but as the 
duty paid on it could not be refunded by the 
United States authorities it was decided to hold 
and endeavour to dispose of the consignment 

, Exporters of inferior butter of this kind, says 
the report, should realise the very material 
damage they are doing the Irish’ butter trade. 
The reputation of Irish butter has already 
suffered in England by the marketing of un- 
satisfactory and adulterated butter there. If 
the American market is to be gained and held, 
only the choicest creamery butter must be 
exported there, and the exportation of third- 
class factory butter is a thing to be guardel 
against. 


LABOUR AND WAGE REDUCTIONS 


In a manifesto dealing with alleged attempts | 
by employers to secure drastic alterations in 
working conditions, the General Council of the 
Trades Union Congress state that there appears 
to be no doubt about the existence of a wide- 
spread and carefully organised conspiracy to 
secure unreasonable reductions in wages, and 
an extension in the normal working week. 
The manifesto gives the net reduction in 
wages officially reported up to the end of Octo- 
ber as £4,370,000, affecting close on 7,000,000 
workers. 
“In their general conclusions the Council 
assert, in the name of organised Labour, that 
even if the employers could prove that reduced 
wages and increased hours would lead to indus- 
trial prosperity, they would still be opposed to 
the suggestioa that the workers’ standard of 
life should be lowered as the only way to secure 
that object. 
The Press Association says that it is ex- 
ted that the Central Wages Board for the 
silways.of Great Britain, at its meeting next 
week, will have under consideration the 
periodical adjustment of railwaymen’s wages 
under the sliding scale. The adjustment will 
be based on the December index figures of the 
Ministry of Labour, to be published about the 
end of this week. It is anticipated that the 
effect will be a further reduction of at least ‘. 
per week, which will come ‘into operation from 
January 1.

ALARM. 


CALLS FOR THE POLICE. 


An interesting demonstration was given in 
London yesterday of a novel burglar alarm. 
The secret is contained in a little box about a 
foot square and the use of certain wires. 

Any place or article to be protected is, by a 
linking up, protected with an invisible “ etheric 
blanket,” and on the near approach or touch 
of any person a bell, which may be any dis 
tance away, rings loudly until stor ped. 

The instrument can be so arranged that it 
will report to the nearest police station by 
wireless the name of the street and the number 
of the hause where the burglary is taking place, 
and in places where the house is lighted by 
electricity every light can be switched on and 
alarm belle be set ringing in every direction. 

The demonstration clearly justified the claims 
made, and it was curious to see belle set in 
motion by the movement of a man towards a 
table or a safe. A plate and a bottle stood on 
a table, and on being lifted an alarm, with no 
visible communication with the object, rang 
violently until stopped. | 


WATERLESS CITY.

EARTHQUAKE DAMAGE, 
TOKIO, Monday. 

Owing to the damage caused by the earth- 
quake on Thursday night to the intake of 
Tokio’s water supply, the entire city has been 
practically without water for two days. Many 
restaurants and al! public bath houses have 
been closed, and the public are entirely de- 
pending upon a few old wells and such supply 
of water as can be brought up from Yoko- 
hama, 17 miles away. 

The quantity thus locally available, however, 
affords ‘very meagre relief. There have been 
a few outbreaks of fire during the past two 
days, and owing to the lack of water it has 
been necessary to prevent the flames from 
spreading by the destruction of the adjoining 
buildings.—(Reuter.)

BOYCOTT WHICH FAILED, 


BENARES, Tuesday. 

The Prince of Wales arrived here this morn- 
ing at 8 o'clock. His Royal Highness will pro- 
ceed to Bairagnia this evening, en route for 
Nepal. 

The Maharaja paid a formal visit to His 
Royal Highness at Nandesar House, which the 
Prince returned at the Ramnagar Palace, with 
the usual ceremonial offering of gold, attar, 
and pan, 

Afterwards the Prince drove in procession to 
the Benares Hindu University, seated in the glit- 
tering silver State coach. Here, in the presence 
of a great crowd assembled in the amphi- 
theatre, the Prince received the honorary de- 
yree of Doctor of Literature. 

Aithough the usual hartal had been pro- 
‘laimed, it was practically ineffective. Only 
our shops remeined shut in the bazaar quarter, 
while the natives thronged the gaily-beflagged 
streets. 

The Prince made the trip up the Ganges in 
a motor boat to the Nagwa Ghat and greatly 
admired the vivid panorama. 

His Royal Highness lunched with the Maharaja 
at Ramnagar,.and returned to Benares down 
the river, escorted by flotillas of decorated 
boats. During the afternoon His Royal High- 
ness played tennis in the grounds of Nandesar 
House, and later inspected a small exhibition of 
local industries in the same. grounds. 

He left for Nepal shortly after sunset. 

During next week the Prince will be engaged 
in big game shooting in Nepal, the parties 
being of a private character.—(Press Association 
Correspondent.)

“THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS:~ 


To-day's proud and historic ceremony at West- 
minster will, if Ireland will lift her eyes be- 
yond her own coasts, stir her to an understand- 
ing of its significance. It is, indeed, the break- 
ing away of a great nation from a past not 
wholly worthy of it. King, Lords, and Commons 
will assemble in order to ratify terms of peace 
that subordinate national prejudice, and, in 
Some degree, national pride, to an instinct 
higher than either. 

Here is, perhaps, the boldest bid that any 
people has ever made for the friendship of 
another. Of all the safeguards politicians have 
in the past sought to add to those dictated by 
sheer necessity not one remains. If aught has 
been withheld, it is because Britain is the 
custodian of interests greater than her own. 
Despite the ideals born of dark and terrible 
conditions, Ireland, we think, has but to 
realise how strong is the good-will behind this 
offer to lower the last barrier of her opposition. 

Some of her leaders still cherish the bitter- 
ness of the old conflict, or stand in doubt, 
remembering only the motives that first 
actuated their appeal to arms. They can, per- 
haps, and they even may, disficure the first 
unsullied page in Anglo-Irish history. If they 
do, it will be because at best they set con- 
siderations of personal honour above a still 
higher? obligation to the people that has trusted 
them. They cannot in the end prevail.

INDIAN UNREST.

UNPLEASANT EPISODE. 
When the Prince of Wales entered on Monday 
the City of Allahabad, the official capital of 
the United Provinces of Agra and Oudh, he 
found the streets deserted and traffic and: busi 
ness suspended, remarks 7’he J'’imes in ite edi- 
torial comments.

BRITISH PUBLIC SUPPORT. 


The Daily Telegraph says :—To-day, on the 
opening of a new session, Parliament is faced 
with a prospect such as generations of British 
public men in the past have hoped in vain to 
see and striven fruitlessly to bring into being. 
The final settlement of the Irish question is 
to-day a consummation which only an unex- 
pected disaster can prevent.

There was a sequel in the Cork police 
court yesterday to the shooting of Mr. 
Patrick Hogan Meade, ex-Lord Mayor of 
Cork. 

John Francis Mahony, of South terrace, 
Cork, was charged with the offence, and 
further with having assaulted and robbed 
Mr. Joseph H. Webb, managing director 
of Messrs. Jacob, “flour millers. 

After evidence had been taken in both 
cases Mahony was remanded for eight 
days.

WOUNDED MAN IN 
PURSUIT. 

Mahony entered the dock, heavily guarded. 
He appeared to be dazed, and his mother and 
sister, who sat behind the solicitors’ benches, 
felt their position keénly. 

Sergeant. Patrick Curran, R.LC., described 
the arrest Of the prisoner. He was passing 
through Barrack street, opposite Mr. Meade’s 
pawn office, at 9 a.m, on Monday, when he 
heard an explosion. Some one shouted behind 
him, and on looking back he saw Mr. Meade 
standing at the corner of Cove street with blood 
on his vest. He said: “ Follow that man, he 
has shot me." The sergeant next saw the 
prisoner running away and followed him. There 
were -two civilians in pursuit, and one of them 
struck the prisoner and he fell. . 

He was just getting up when the sergeant 
caught him. He took a Webley revolver from 


Mahony’s overcoat pocket. It was loaded in 
five chambers. Three of the cartridges had 
been discharged. He took the prisoner to 


Tuckey street. Barracks and searched him and 
found two cartridges with flat-nosed bullets in 
his pockets and three ordimary cartridges. He 
also found on him eleven £1 Treasury notes and 
five £1 Bank of Ireland notes. He had a mili- 
tary ring paper, but denied ownership of it, 
saying that he had found it in the street. 

M J. McGrath, manager of Mr. Meade’s 


Meade. Two undisguised men entered the shop. 
One of them, who held a revolver in his hand 
pointed towards Mr. Meade, was the prisoner. 
He said to Mr. Meade: ' Put ’em up,” and 
Mr. Meade replied: ‘‘ Never fear.” The prisoner 
then counted “ One,” “ two,”’ and fired, wound. 
ing Mr. Meade. Both men then hastily left the 
shop. The witness and Mr. Meade followed 
them. Mahony had the revolver then in his 
hand, but the witness overtook him, gave him 
a push, knocked him down, and kicked him 
while down. (Laughter in court.) He held him 
until Sergeant Curran Game up. 


DAYLIGHT ROBBERY. 


How Mr. J. H. Webb, managing director of 
Messrs. T. E. Jacob, millers, was robbed, was 
next told to the Court. He was returning from 
the Provincial Bank with £45 in Treasury notes 
in his hip pocket. At Father Mathew quay 
two, men stood on the footpath before him. 
One of them said, “ Take your hands out of 
your -pockets,” and asked, “ Have you any re- 
volver, hrearms, or ammunition on you?” He 
said “No.” The man said to his companion, 
“ Search him.” and the second man took ail 
the money from his hip pocket. ,He identified 
Mahony as one of the two men. 

The accused was remanded, in custody on 
both charges for eight days.

TWELVE MEN FOUND GUILTY. 
At the Winter Assizes for Northern Ireland 
yesterday, twelve men were charged with falsely 
imprisoning Arthur Hunt. 

The case for the Crown was that the prisoners 
arrested Hynt, who had served in the Navy, 
and took him to a Sinn’ Fein prison, where he 
was charged with robbing a bread server. They 
kept him in custody for a fortnight, threatening 
him with death, and he was released by police- 
men on the eve of the: day which was said to 
have been fixed for his execution.

ADLY PASHA ON THE RECENT 


NEGOTIATIONS. 
CAIRO, Tuesday. 

Adly Pasha’s report on the London negotia- 
tions. which was handed to the Sultan last 
Thursday, was published to-day. 

' After tracing the negotiations at length, the 
report says:—" We always hoped that the 
stern proposal presented to us in July would be 
modified under the influence of the desire for 
conciliation, especially as the British delegates 
continued the negotiations, although we made 
it clear that we would never accept such a 
proposal. 

“I do not deny that the events of last May 
in Alexandria, which we were the first to de- 
plore, were not without their corollary, but 
we narrowed down the incklents to their true 
proportions, showing that they did not result 
from fanaticism or xenophobia, but were 
purely accidental and due to the exclusively 
historical crisis through which Egypt was 


passing. 


“ Moreover, foreign residents were convinced 
that they could live securely in Egypt, and we 
hoped that the British Government was also 


convinced that English and. foreign interests 


were in no way menaced, seeing that similar 
events were unlikely under a definite régime. 
“ Great Britain has carried her reserve and

AN EARLIER LETTER. 


Sir James Craig telegraphed to Mr. Lloyd

America, attributable to persons of Irish ex- 
traction. 

In fairness to the Ulster people I must point 
out that they have always aimed at the reten- 
tion of their citazenship in the United Kingdom 
and the Empire, of which they are proud to 
form a part, and that there are not to be 
found in any quarter of the world more loyal 
citizens than those of Ulster descent. They 
hold fast to cherished traditions, and deeply 
resent. any infringement of their rights and 
privileges which belong equally to them and to 
the other citizens within the Empire. 

In order that you may correctly understand 
the attitude we propose to adont, it is neces- 
sary that I should call to vour mind the sac- 
rifices we have so recently made in agreeing to 
self-government, and consenting to thé estab- 
lishment of a Parliament for Northern Ireland.

TRADERS AND THE 
NEW CHARGES. 


THREAT TO DIVERT 
CATTLE. 


— oe 


On behalf of the Irish Live Stock Traders’ 
Association, the Hon. Secretary (Mr. J. Lie 
more) has issued a statement explaining the 
position of the members of that body in regard 
to the revised charges imposed by, the Mersey 
Docks and Harbour Board for oxen and calves 
landed at the Birkenhead Lairages. 

The revision of prices is described as “a 
sharp rise in charges, when, actually, a reduc- 
tion is due.” He also asserts that stock has 
not been held longer than necessary, but, on 
the contrary, has been moved more quickly than 
formerly. “In fact,” declares Mr, Lismore, 
“there.is at present less space available for 
the Irish and foreign trades combined than 
there was in 1914, when only Irish animals 
were being landed here.” 

He points out that “The Dpck Board are 
endeavouring to carry on the Irish cattle trade 
by affording accommodation for only 3, 
cattle, as against over 6,000 formerly, and, 
such a proposition being unworkable, they 
throw the onus onithe traders, and attempt 
to increase the charges to set off the fall in 
numbers they are faced with.” i 

What is described as “a striking example of 
the fact that there is not now adequate accom- 
modation for Irish cattle in the busy season, 
was forthcoming last Friday, says Mr. Lismore, 
when “in an attempt to crowd. over 4,500 
cattle where space for only 5,800 existed, an 
indescribable state of chaos was brought about, 
and cattle were stowed into places not adapted 
for them, and where they could neither be 
offered for sale nor fed.” 

He adds, “A steamer arriving on the mprning 
tide was held up for seven or eight hours in 
the Alfred Dock, there being no room to dis- 
charge her. Twelve valuable animals perished, 
and the remainder of the cargo. was discharged 
in very bad condition. Very great delay was 
also involved in discharging other cattle boats 
which arrived later, and Saturday's sailings 
from Ireland had to be restricted.” 2 

The statement concludes—*“ It is quite certain 
that, with increasing charges, combined with 
inadequate and unsuitable accommodation, a 
large per centage of the Irish cattle trade, 
which has hitherto been coming to the Mersey, 
will be diverted to other ports.”

No professor under whom he had worked 
deemed it necessary to expound the —— 
that animated the living artists of the day, 
and in common with his fellow students, he 
found it difficult to follow the relation and 
continuity of tradition in modern work. He 
felt convinced that it would be more instructive 
to proceed from present day experiments 
through the sequence of traditional methods 
to primitive work instead of vice versa. — | 4 

he present tendencies in modern sons 

originated through the experiments and wor 
of Paul Cézanne, Vincent van Gogh, and Paul 

Gaugin, three artists who were contemporary, 
and for a time followed the methods of Im- 
pressionism and Divisionism, and eventually de- 
veloped qualities that were no longer compatible 
with the guiding principles of Impressionists. 

Cézanne's most pronounéed characteristic was 
the insistence upon the structure, volume, and 
mass of things, and he sought to obtain these 
qualities by an emphasis of the planes and 
structural. lines, and, by simplification, to con- 
vey the sense of solidity. He tried to make 
of Impressionism something more profound and 
durable like the work of the old masters. 

Cubism arose out of an exaggeration of the 
angularities of the treatment of form adopted 
by Céganne, and eventually degenerated into 
the reduction and decomposition of form to 
imaginary bases, and merely absurd patterns. 

Van Gogh laid stress on a regard for the 
actual importance of the paint in gandling, for 
the unity and impressiveness of designs, and the 
value of vivid imagination. He was oppressed 
by the narrowness of Impressionism. 

The chief characteristics of Gaugin are pro- 
nounced Gecorative arrangement and a strong 
sense of rhythm in his drawing, both qualities 
incompatible with exact imitation of nature. 
Gangin in particular was instinctively primitive, 
and despised and hated professors, schools, con- 
ventions and traditions. 

Futurism was a subsequent movement, and 

essentially a reaction against the claims of the 
past in all human activities and considerations, 
and art seems only to have been drawn into 
the vortex of a feverishly revolutionary move- 
ment. 
e On the whole, certain good qualities in 
modern tendencies have a tonic effect, and their 
valuable contributions consist in a simplification 
in regard to essentials, greater regard for de- 
sign, subordination of literary conceptions and 
scientific considerations, and deeper expressive- 
bess, 

The lecturer concluded by showing examples 
of the work of Irish artists. William Orpen, 
John Keating, Jack Yeats, and O’Rorke 
Dickey, in which he observed important quali- 
ties traceable to the influence of present day 
European art, and expressed in terms of dis- 
tinctly national style.

APPROVED SOCIETIES. 


THREAT TO RESTRAIN A 
GOVERNMENT. 


A special meeting of the Executive Committee 
of the Approved Bocieties’ Association of Ire. 
land was held yesterday at Cavendish House, 
Dublin. 

. J. D. Nugent, the President, made a 
statement regarding recent developments in 
connection with the proposed taking over of the 
Insurance Act for the six-county area by the 
Parliament for Northern Ireland. The Natioual 
Health Insurance Joint Committee appointed a 
Departmental Committee “ to consider the steps 


necessary io carry out the provisions of the 


Government of Ireland Act in respect of 
National Health Insurance.” That Committee 
towards the conclusion of their proceedings in- 
vited a deputation from the Association to an 
informal conference on the administrative duties 
of societies as affected by the Order in Council 
of 9th November. Representatives of societies 
with headquarters in Northern Ireland also re- 
ceived an invitation. 

The members of the deputation represented 
every class and type of society operating in 
Ireland. They were informed that the Com- 
mittee were not concerned with questions of 
policy or legality, and had mately to make 
such arrangements as would enable the Parlia- 
ment of Northern Ireland to secure control of 
the administration of National Insurance on 
the Ist January next. He (Mr. Nugent) had 
at Once joined issue with the Committee on this 
point, and was permitied to make a statement 
to. the effect that National Health Insurance 
was @ matter which, under Section 4 of the 
Government of Ireland Act, 1920, came within 
the general limitation of matters regarding 
which Northern Ireland shall not have power to 
make laws, and that the Order in Couneil cf 
Sth November was illegal. The Departmental 
Committee, whilst expregsing their inability to 
deal with the point, undertook to place the 
societies’ views before the Minister responsible. 

Concluding, Mr. Nugent sail that no com- 
munication had been received since from the 
Departmental Committee, and, in view of the 
urgency of the matter, they should consider the 
desirability of proceeding in the High Court to 
restrain the Government of Northern Trel:und 
from illegally interfering with the administra- 
tion of health insurance. 

It was unanimously resolved, on the propo- 
sition of Mr. W. St. G. Perrott (Union Friendly 
Society), seconded .by Mr. P. J. Daniels 
(Catholic Young Men's Society), “that it is 
advisable to take action in the courts to have 
it declared that the Order in Council of the 
Sth November. fiving the appointed day for 
transferring the insurance service to Northern 
Ireland is ultra vires, and for an injunction re- 
straining the Irish Insurance . Commissioners 
from transferring to any other body the con. 
tribution cards or funds of approved societies 
in Ireland, and that, as counsel sdvised, it 
would be necessary to have a specific plaintiff, 
that the Ancient Order of Hibernians (Insurance 
Section) be nominated to take action in their 
Own name ou behalf of the Association.”

CO-OPERATION IN 
EDUCATION.

Dr. M. A. Cox presided at a meeting of 
Convocation of the National University of _Tre- 
Jand at University College, Dublin, last night. 
The Chairman announced that the declaration 
of the election of the Chancellor of the National 
University would take place next Monday. 
The nesting passed a resolution stating that 
a genera! plan to connect the Mo training 
colleges in Ireland with the National University 
should be completed during the winter by the 
recognition of training college curriculum as a 

art of arts and science degrees study. A 
Farther resolution demanded that the powers 
of the National University should be exercised 
in the interests of extension teaching. It was 
also resolved that a revision of the statutes 
regulating the election of a Chancellor was 
desirable. 


CURRENCY PROBLEMS.—The Rev. T. A. 
Finlay, lecturing at a meeting of the Archi- 
tectural Association of Ireland, held in the 
offices of the Association, Frederick lane, Dub- 
lin, last night, on “The Currency Problems of 
To-day,” said that gold was the standard of 
money, and the sovereign was the unit of 
value. The standard wae liable to change in 
value, and the unit was continually changing, 
but they could not remedy that. Money had 
decreased, but currency, which represented it, 
had increased, and had put prices up. Dyring 
the war the supply of commodities had greatly 
dimimishéd, and currency had constantly in- 
creased. The demand for supplies had also 
increased considerably, and these causes were 
simultaneously at work to increase prices. The 
fact was that the £1 was not worth £1 at all. 
The pounds which had been borrowed. by the 
Government were 7s. 6d. pounds, and if the 
depletion of currency sought by English 
financiers were brought about thoee loans 
would have to be be paid at £1 per £1. They 
could congratulate themselves that they would 
not have to be paid in their day, and ‘the 
burden would not fall on them. - : 

PEACE SERVICE AT 8ST. PATRICK'S.— 
Owing to the uncértainty of the date on which 
peace will be ratified, the St. Patrick's 
Cathedral Peace Thanksgiving Service will not 
be held in the Cathedral on Friday, as origin- 
ally announced. The Dean requests the clergy 
to announce the Service to their congregation 
next Sunday, and he jnvites them to bring 
their robes, and to robe in the Lady Chapel on 
Tuesday, at 7.45. The sermon will be preached 
by the ‘Archbishop of Dublin, and the Anthem 
will be taken from Mendelssohn's Hymn of 
Praise. The ancient hymn of the Irish Church, 
“ Be Thou my Vision,” will also be sung. The 
Cathedral will be open to all. No tickets of 
admission will be issued. 

CHRISTMAS EXPORTS AND IMPORTS.— 
The ndon and North-Western Railway 
steamers are carrying 70 to 80 tons of Irish 
turkeys and other poultry to Holyhead daily. 
A motor-driven ocean-going vessel direct from 
Vanoouver and San Pedro, California, arrived 
in Dublin Port yesterday with 3,000 cases of 
canned fruit. 

STOLEN GOODS PLEDGED.—At the Dublin 
County Commission, Michael Goodwin, pawn- | 
broker, of Blackrock, was convicted of having 
feloniously received stolen goods. His assistaat, 
Thomas Fagan, was acquitted, Goodwin was 
put back, and Fagan was discharged.

WELCOME FALL IN 
| PRICES.

Compared with a year ago, a very welcome 
reduction is discernible in the cost of Christmas 
cheer. One need not travel far to discover this, 
and the fact that her money will go much 
further than it did in 1920 is & great relief to the 
busy housewife. In the course of inquiries mae 
by an /rish Times representative yesterday, it 
was ascertained that plum puddings—without 
which the Christmas dinner would seem incom- 
plete—show a reduction of 6d. to 1s. 1d. per /b., 
or 33 per cent., while the ingredients for the 
wonderful concoction of the festive sezson are 
also, as a matter of course, cheaper; otherwise 
the “ready for cooking”. article could not be 
sold at present prices. Raisins and sultanas are 
selling at 15 per cent. less than this time twelve 
months. : 

A siméler reduction has taken place in 
the prices of currants and figs, while 40 per cent. 
represents the decline in the price of candied 
pecl. Not since i914 has new season $ fruit been 
placed upon the market in such large quantitics 
as the present. Last year small supplies were 
available, and a oonsiderable quantity was old 
Government stock, a lot of which is still on offer 
at very low prices. Even new season's fruit, 
however, can now be purchased very reasonably. 
In mince meat a reduction of 18 per cent. is re- 
corded. 

REAL HAMS. 

Hams range from 20 to 25 per cent. lower, 
the price of cooked hams being proportionate. 
Another important change in this department }s 
the re-appearance of real hams. Virtually 
the only kind last year were the emergency 
or gammon hams. To-day the sweet, mild cured 
ham of days gone by has returned, though sup- 
plies of the Limerick cure are limited. A Tralee 
firm is, howeVer, doing much to make up for any 
deficiency elsewhere,and there is consequently no 
fear of a scarcity. Taken all over, prices of 
hams are ls. per lb. under those of last year, 
the best making up to 2%. 9d. per Ib. Gam- 
mon hams can, of course, be bought at ls. to 
ls. 3d. per lb less, amd the reason is this—they 
take from five to six weeks leas to cure than 
the real old-fashioned hams, and possess a 
flavour no botter than ordinary bacon. Those 
who want a nice ham must, therefore. be wil- 
ling to pay the price. Spiced rounds are about 
6d. per ib. cheaper than a year ago, while there 
is aleo a reduction in the price of cheese—both 
Stilton and Cheddar. But for the dry season 
supplies of cheese would have been more plen- 
tiful, and even cheaper. 

Turkeys and geese are in very prime order, 
and here, unlike the case of cheese, the long- 
continued drought was an advantage, espe- 
cially for turkeys, which are killing well. For 
these important adjuncts of the Christmas table 
prices are fully 50 per cent. down on the year, 
the current retail price of prime turkeys being 
from ls. 6d. to 1s. 9d. per lb., as compared 
with 5s.and 3s. 6d. last year. Geese can be bought 
at ls. 2d. to ls. 4d. per Ib. for plump, well- 
finished birds, as against 1s. 10d. to 2s. 4d. last 
year, and the indications are that prices will 

somewhat lower before Christmas. It would, 
however, be unwise for anyone to defer the pur- 
chase of a bird until the last moment, in the 
hope of a further fall in values. Chickens are 
bringing about Is. 6d. per Ib., against 2s. 2d. 
last year, and there is every prospect of a 
good demand for fowl, more particularly if the 
Peace Treaty is ratified, as then there will be 
more cause for rejoicing. 


FALL IN TOY PRICES. 

While table commodities are important for 
adults, children concentrate aiore on 7 /ay+hings 
and these are plentiful, but good class toys are 
not much cheaper than in 1920. Fortunately 
for those whose purses are not deep, over pro- 
duction in toy factories started during the war 
has resulted in a considerable quantity of toys 
being placed upon the market at cut prices. i: 
was thought that these English industries would 
thrive after the war, but the accumulation of 
heavy stocks has obliged manufacturers to un- 
load their products at almost any prien, much 
to the advantage of the youngsters, who look 
forward to Christmas more or less for the 
joys of toyland. Except for the cheaper toys, 
trade is slow, chiefly because money is tight 
generally and luxuries cannot be afforded. As 
a matter of interest, the prices of Christmas 
cheer for this and last year are conipared in the 
following table :~ :

She 
should, therefore, have her share of the general 
pational expenditure.

CLONSHEEVER’S FINE WIN.

The first steeplechase meeting held on the new 
racecourse at Proudstown Park was a success from 
every point of view. There was a large attendance, 
the fiolds were of fine strength—no less than 75 
renners turning out the five races—and the 
sport was full of interest. Whatever happens else- 
where, it certainly looks as if winter racing would 
prosper here, A look round the course before 
racing showed that, as, h becn done in the 
case Of tho flat course, the eteeplechase course was 
Isid out in the most, up-to-date and approved style. 
The fences are well built, not too high, but so 
firm that they must be jumped, not brushed 
through. It was a pieasant winter's afternoon, the 
cold shap in the air being nicely tempered by a 
strong sup, and the conditions generally were most 
enjoyable.

There was fortunately a good deal more life 
about the sport at Colwick Park than on the 
previous day. The Starter experienced con- 
siderable trouble in getting the field away for 
the Selling Hurdle, and there were many false 
starts. Subsequently Mr. John Ford reported 
both K. Piggott and Duller for disobedience, 
and, whilst the former was fined £5, the more 
experienced rider was cautioned. The finish of 
the race was as unsatisfactory as the start had 
been, for at the last burdles,the winner, Veni- 
zelos, swerved right across Wootton’s mount, 
Prime Move, causing him to be virtually pulled 
up. There was no yr as the horse did 
not finish second, but there was much com- 
ment that the Stewards took no action on their 
own initiative. Obviously, however, the inter 
ference was not intentional. Still, that is no 
reason why official cognisance should not have 
been taken of ‘the matter. 

There was another irritating incident in the 
succeeding event. Victor Haig, after making 
most of the running, finished third, but the 
rider, Brooks, omitted to weigh in. This was 
reported by the Clerk of the Scales, with the 
result that the jockey was fined £10 and also 
cautioned. These lapses on the part of jockeys 
are as a rule unpardonable, and cannot be 
excused on the ground of forgetfulness. The 
race went to Torpedowake, who won comfort- 
ably from King’s Favourite. 

Sherwood Forester in the Midland Steeple- 
chase failed to compensate Mr. Black for his 
previous day's defeat, O. Casebourne ‘in the 
local colours, again having to put up with 
second place. Casebourne got everything pos- 
sible out of his mount, but Sherwood Forester 
was, probably, a trifle out-classed. Blazing 
Corn, the winner, is just now proving himself 
a very useful ‘chaser, and the penalty of Slbs. 
incurred at Leicester, had not the least effect on 
um 

Furious in the Welbeck Hurdle, 
Birmingham, was adorned with special 
blinkers’, which have to be released at the 
start. Chapman, who again rode him, on 
unused to the innovation at Birmingham ha 
failed to “ operate” them, and, the horse ran 
into the rails. On this occasion his mount re- 
fused to start, so that the horse will, the next 
time, probably, run without them. Zarane did 
not win quite as readily as had been antici- 
pated, for Maybap went out with a twenty 
lengths lead, and it was only in the last few 
strides that Leader got his mount to the front. 

Chapman, who has ridden several hundred 
winners over obstacles in France, was compen- 
sated for his disappointment over Furious, 
when, for the same stable, he won the Brough- 
ton Hurdle all the way on Ilderton. 

Now that Chapman has broken the ice there 
is no reason why he should not steer further 
winners for Percy Woodland’s stable, for he 
is, undoubtedly, a capable horseman.

L.T.A. GENERAL MEETING,

CHANGES IN REGULATIONS. 

The annual general meeting of the Lawn Tennis 
Association was held yesterday at. the Abercorn 
Rooms, Bishopsgate, London, when the chair was 
taken by Lord Desborough, K.C.V.O. 

Mr. S. A. E. Hickson, the Hon, Treasurer, in 
presenting his statement of income and expendi- 
ture, balance sheet,- and his report thereon, said 
that the finance was in a very satisfactory condi- 
tion: The visit of the English Davis Cup team to 
the United States, he said, cost nearly £1,000, 
but the relations of International sport had been 
greatiy assisted by the tour. 

Major Kingscote proposed to substitute for Re- 
gulation No. 4 (concerning prize meetings) the 
following “Except in the case of National and 
International contests, the value of any prize (other 
than a challenge trophy, which must be won twice, 
at least, before. becoming the property of the 
winner) shall not exceed £5 in a singles competi- 
tion or £5 for each player in a donbles competi- 
tion.”” The motion was carried by a large majority. 

Mr. A. ©. Griffiths proposed to add to Regula- 
tion 22 the following:—* (a) No competitor shall 
receive more than 50; (b) No handicap allotted to 
a competitor shall be altered after a round has 
been played by such competitor, but a walk-over 
shall not for this purpose be considered a round 
played.” Each part of the proposal was taken 
separately, and both were carried. 

After it had been agreed, withont discussion, 
that there should be a new regulation, after Regu- 
lation 24, to the effect that “the maximum num- 
ber of sets in a match shall be five, or, when 
ladies take part, three,” Mr. Monckton, in the 
absence of Colonel A. L. Macfie, proposéd another 
new regulation, as Regulation 26, in the following 
terms :—'' Play shall be continuous and without un- 
necessary delay on the part of the player, from the 
first service until the match is concluded. The 
umpire shall be the sole judge of unnecessary 
delay, and, after giving due warning, shall, with 
the consent of the referee, disqualify an uffender.*’ 
The proposal was seconded by Colonel Courtoacy. 
An amendment to emit the second clause «uf the 
original proposal was carried by 59 votes to 19. 

Mr. Monckton briefly described the situation be- 
tween the International Lawn Tennis Federation, 
the British Isles, and America, and said that the 
Americans cannot yet see their way to come into 
the Federation as long as the right to have the 
world’s grass court championships is allotted to 
England in perpetuity. On this subject Mr. Wallis 
Myers remarkaed that the Americans would be 
quite willing to. come into line as long as Great 
Britain gave way on the question of nomenclature. 
and desisted, from* describing them as “ world’s ”’ 
championships.

That the recovery of the value of sterling on New 
York should be so persistent is viewed with con- 
siderable satisfaction by many people.
